;serted its right to grant the McKinley

He says that he was 
at the Hamilton Hotel last Satur- 
day afternoon, at the time that Fa- 
mous-Barr and Stix, Baer & Fuller 
employes say he was in the stores 
presenting $200 travelers’ checks on 
a Toronto bank. He also insists that 
he can prove that on other Christ- 
mases, for the last six years, he was 
with his family in Toronto.

Mrs. Macauley and her son and daugh- 
ter are still at. the Hamilton Hotel, 
where they- have bee. for almost two 
months. Macauley registered there Dec. 
2%. He says his wife is the daughter of 
Emil Hahn, who formerly was in the 
saddlery business here, and that they 
contemplated making their home here 
for a time. 

At the hotel last night Mrs. Macauley 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
police have made a grievous mistake in 
arresting her husband. When asked the 
purpose of the family’s visit to St. 
Louis she said they had decided to 
make their home here during the win- 
ter and probably longer, as this was 
ber old home. She said she was reared 
here, but left 24 years ago when she 
married Macauley.

Curtis Letter to Wood. 
The Curtis letter to Representative 
Wood follows:

“Honorable William R. Wood, House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. ~C. 
Dear Sir: The Democratic majority of 
the House will not, I presume, permit 
the adoption of your resolution of in- 
guiry, but it is a highly meritorious 
measure none the less, and if I can do 
s0, I want to help you. 


“Bernard M. Baruch of this city un- 
questionably had the news of Secretary 
Lansing’s note as early as Saturday, 
Dec. 9. The note was dated Dec. li and 
not dispatched until Dec. 12.’ 


(The official copies of the note are 
dated Dec. 18, they were placed in the 
hands of news associations at 6 p. m. 
on the afternoon of Dec. 20 and were 
released for publication in morning pa- 
pers ot Dec, 21. Officials announced 
the note had been transmitted to Europe 
on the cables in the early morning hours 
of Dec. 19.) 

“How Baruch got it I am not prepared 
to say, but a gentleman of my acquaint- 
ance made the positive statement that 
he saw Mr. Tumulty and Mr. Baruch 
breakfasting together at the Biltmore 
Hotel in this city on two or three occa- 
sions coincident with the penning of the 
note and its secret dispatch.

kers’ books will show, are controlled by 
him or guaranteed by nim. 


“If the brokers refused this infor- 
mation Congress has the power to com- 
pel it. The Stock Exchange also has 
the power to force its members to pro- 
duce their books and accounts and, as 
the rules of the Stock Exchange are suf- 
ficiently broad and elastic to cover every 
departure from ethical businese meth- 
ods on the part of its members, an ap- 
peal to the governors of that institu- 
tion will no doubt elicit the desired tn- 
formation. Many reputable members of 
the exchange are anxious to assist you 
in running to earth this most unsavory 
scandal.

Referring to Lawson’s recent confer- 
ence here with Chairman Henry of the 
House Committee on Rules, his tele- 
gram said: “I hereby release your 
chairman of the Rules Committee from 
the privileges of secrecy, mutually ex- 
changed on Tuesday. He may give to 
Congress any or all the information he 
extracted from me, but, of course, I shall 
not divulge any of the confidences im- 
parted by him.”’ 

Lawson also sent a telegram to Vice

Tumulty Denies Connection With 
“Leak” on Pegce Note, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—When Secre- 
tary Tumulty learned that Representa- 
tive Wood had mentioned his name he 
issued a formal! statement suggesting a 
a public apology and denying that he 
ever knew of the President’s peace note 
before it was made public. Secretary 

Tumulty’s statement follows: 

“T am very glad to say publicly that 
I did not know of the existence of the 
President’s note on peace until the news- 
papers were ee 

“Very frequently the President, who 
knows that I am bombarded by newspa- 
per men and others for information, 
saves me embarrassment by keeping 
matters absolutely secret. In fact, I 
have often suggested that this be done. 

‘“T have not been at the Biltmore in a 
year, never talked about peace with 
Mr. Baruch before or after the peace 
note was sent, and never lunched with 
him in my life. 

‘“T have met him, as I havé a great 
many good friends from time to time in 
hotels, at the theater and elsewhere.

When inquiry Was made today 
as to whether Curtis was the broker re- 
ferred to by Representative Wood, the 
firm got in touch by wire with Curtis 
in Boston, who replied as follows:

P. Maéauley of this city, who is held tn 
St. Louis on the complaint of 
detectives representing the American 
Bankers’ Association on suspicion that 
he is “Christmas’’ Keough, a notorious 


forger, started lifa as a prigefighter in 
Nova Scotia. He later prospected in 
the “Porcupine gold bélt,’’ acted in an 
advisory capacity~to a railway commis- 
sioner and has mingled with Canada’s 
most prominent financiers. 

Macauley is described as a big man, 
physically and mentally; a man: who 
has staxed his all many times with the 
mete shudow of success as his reward. 
He is inmwried. about 50 years of age, 
ard was bern in Nova Scotia. His wife 
is about 48 years of age, and an Ameri- 
can. A son, Arthur, is 22 years of age, 
while a daughter, Mabel, is 14 years of 
age. For the past three years the entire 
family has lived in Toronto, although 
Macauley himself has made this city his 
headquarters many times prior to tak- 
ing up a residence here. 

Arrest Arouses Intercat. 

The arrest of Macauley has aroused 
considerable interest in thig city. Al- 
though he was reputed to be’worth con- 
siderable money and was regarded as a 
successful broker, noné of his businéss 
associates or fellow brokers have any 
definite idea as to the nature of his in- 
vestments. It is vaguely understood 
that he was rather largely interested 
in the promotion and sale of stock in 
the Vacuum Gas and Oil Development 
Co. of Tillbury, a small town situated 
near Chatham, about 150 miles west of 
here. 

The stock, which has had a phenom- 
enal rise in the past few weeks, was 
placed on the market through the firm 
of Pellatt & Pellatt, one of the city’s 
most reputable brokeragé firms. 

Macauley is yot a member of either 
the Toronto Stock Exchange nor the 
Standard Stock Exchange. He would 
have no authority to buy or sell stock, 
although his connection with a firm like 
Pellatt & Pellatt would give him con- 
siderable standing among investors. 

From information given out at vari- 
ous times by Macauley himself it 
would appear that he has had a rather 
adventurous career. It was at the age 
of 19 or 2 years that he started as a 
prize fighter. Several years in the ring, 
however, cured him of the fighting 
game and he left Nova Scotia and 
came Weat, spending several years in 
various Canadian cities. 

He then left for the United States, it 
is said, and did not return to Canada 
until some eight or ten years ago. Dur- 
ing his absence he had married. 

While no definite information could be 
obtained as to the identity of the woman 
he married, it is believed that she was a 
native of éither St. Louis or Philadel- 
phia. Mrs. Mcauley ts of medium height 
and well proportioned.

Door Has Not Been Closed 
to Peace Discusions. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 5.—It is 
considered in some quarters that the 
reply of the entente will not entifely 
close the door to the possibility. of 
peace discussions. Those who hold that 
belief contend that discussions might 
be brought about eifher in response to 
a further invitation from President 


Wilson to »voth sides to state their 


terms simultaneously and confidential- 
ly, or perhaps through an open declara- 
tion of their terms by the central 
Powers. 

The official text of the enténte reply 
to the peace proposals finally has been 
received by the American embassy, by 
the roundabout route of Washington 
and Copenhagen. It was presented by 
Ambassador Gerard to the Foreign Of- 
fice yesterday afternoon. The Swiss 
Minister presented the “official text re- 
ceived from Italy Tuesday. 

In some official circles the official 
text of the note confirms the impres- 
sion expressed on the day the press 
version was received Here, that the 
note puts an end for the present to all 
chances of peace, and that Germany 
and her allies must buckle down to the 
task of continuing the struggle with all 
their energy. This undercurrent of 
thought is largely supported by. the 
opinion expressed in the neutral press. 


Swiss President Said to Have Voted 
Against Note Supporting 
Wilson’s Note. 

GENEVA, Jan. 5.—The Journal Demo- 
crate says that President Schulthess 
and former Presidents Motta and De 
Coppet voted against the recent Swiss 
note supporting President Wilson’s com- 
munication to the belligerents in the 
form that it was edited and issued, but 
that they were in the minority in the 

Federal Council. 

There is much discussion in the Swiss 
newspapers of a statement credited to 
the Cologne Gazette concerning neu- 
tral nations—‘‘that the Swiss confedera- 
tion has the greatest interest to see 
peace concluded rapidly, because it is 
now impossible to foresee the future fate 
of the nations which have remained 
neutral up to the present.”’ 

The Geneva Tribune sarcastically asks 
the Cologne Gazette to explain the 
meaning of ‘“‘the future fate’’ of neu- 
trals. , 

The German Minister at Berne, in an 
interview with the Bund, is quoted as 
saying that Switzerland has nothing to 
fear from Germany, which country will 
sttictly respect and guard Switzerland's 
neturality. The rumors to the contrary 
published in entente newspapers, the 
Minister said, were without foundation 
and were circulated to disrupt the tra- 
ditional friendly relations between the 
two countries. La Suisse, comemnting 
on the interview, agrees with the min- 
ister’s statement, but asks “what about 
the neutrality of Luxemburg and Bel- 
gium?’’

Several newspapers containing accounts] 
of the Colbert murder weer found in h’s 
room. He had little luggage and only 
about $6 in cash was found in his pock- 
ets. 

According to the owners of the hotel, 
he arrived there at 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day night, and had appeared rather mo- 
rose and uncommunicative. He visited 
this city frequently and was well known 
at the cafes and beach front hotels. 

The police declared today that they 
had built up a remarkable circumstan- 
tial case against Lewis. They had is- 
sued a warrant against him charging 
him with defrauding Powell, the taxi- 
cab chauffeur, who waited eight hours 
outside of the Colbert apartments, out 
of $19 fare and had planned, when they 
located him, to accuse him of being the 
owner of the wilted and bloodstained 
collar found in the girl’s room. They 
believed they had identified this collar 
aS one womn by Lewis the night before 
the murder was discovered. 

Lewis shot himself in his bathroom at 
the exclusive States Villa on States 
avenue in Aiiantic City at 8:25, as de- 
tectives rapped for admittance on the 
door of his room. The shot entered the 
temple. 

About 8 o’clock word was received at 
Capt. Malseed’s office at Atlantic City 
that a man answering the description 
of Lewis had entered the States Villa. 
Detectives rushed to the house and 
rapped on his door. 

“Who is there?” Lewis 
have a message for you,” 
swer. ‘Let us in.’’ 

“All right,’’ Lewis replied. 

A moment later the rifle shot was 
heard. Lewis was found half reclining 
in the bath tub. On the bureau of his 
room were Philadelphia, Atlantic City 
and New York newspapers. 

Effort to Indicate Suicide. 

Near midnight last Saturday Maizie 
Colbert’s sister, after repeated efforts to 
get her on the telephone, called at her 
apartment. The negro janitor, finding 
the doors locked, climbed through a win- 
dow and discovered the terribly beaten 
body of the girl, clad only in violet silk 
pajamas, lying on the bed. The form 
was covered with a sheet and a clumsy 
effort had been made by the murderer 
to indicate suicide by attaching a rubber 
hose to a gas jet and placing it over 
the murdered girl's face. But the mur- 
derer overlooked the detail of turning 
on the gas. 


Circumstances made it apparent that 
the girl had been dead many hours when 
her body was found. She had been 
cruelly beaten, her teeth being knocked 
out, bruises and cuts were all over the 
body, and apparently she had been beat- 
en over the head with a flatiron. A silk 
stocking was knotted tightly around her 
neck. 

Miss Colbert was about 27 years old. 
She came here from Kane, Pa., eight 
years ago, and soon afterward assumed 
the name of Mrs. Grace Roberts. Her 
family assert that she was never mar- 
ried.. She had beauty of form and face 
and this led to her selection as a model 
for adveftising photographs. 

The jewels missing from the Colbert 
apartment, with the exception of a largo 
dianrond ring, were found in a pawnshop 
by the police. They recovered two ringg 
and a diamond la valliere. Miss Colbert 
had pledged these jewels four days be- 
fore Christmas, and with the money ad- 
vanced on them is said to have bought 
presents for her family.

GREECE 10 REJECT 
PART OF DEMANDS 
MADE BY ENTENTE 


Holds That Acceptance of Them 
Would Carry With It Wrong- 
ful Admissions. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—The Greek Govern- 
ment, acting in harmony with the King. 
has decided to reject certain clauses of 
the entéente note demanding reparation 
in consequence of the recent fighting 
at Athens, Reuter’s correspondent at 
Athens telegraphs. 

The, Greek Government ready 
discuss the other demands made by the 
allies. It has been determined not to 
declare war on the entente, but to sub- 
mit passively to ail coercion, relying 
upon ultimate recognition by the. Pow- 
ers that blockade is an unmerited pun- 
ishment. 

King Constantine yesterday consulted 
with former Premiers, who agreed unan- 
imously that the note in its present 
form was not acedéptable, inasmuch ws 
compliance with the demands would be 
equivalent to admission that Gree 
conspired to attack the entente forces 
on the Macedonian front from the rear, 
and also that there was foundation for 
the charges of unjust treatment of for- 
mer Premier Venizelos’ supporters. 

In regard the imprisoned Veni- 
zelists, it is stated, the King is ready 
to pardon some all of those con- 
victed, but under the Constitution is 
unable to interfere with the judicial 
procedure before these men shall be 
tried. 

The Athens dispatch says that, judg- 
ing from the attitude of the entente dip- 
lomats, the situation is not reassuring. 
The effect of the blockade is becoming 
more severe daily. Rigid control is be- 
ing exercised of the distribution of 
breadstuffs. The bare necessities of life 
are now being sold at prices which are 
prohibitive to the poorer classes. 

The demands of the entente, presented 
last month, require an apology and 
other measures of reparation for the 
attack on entente forces in Athens, re- 
establishment of control by the allies of 
Greek railways, telegraph lines and 
posts, and a large reduction in the 
number of Greek troops. under arms.

NEW TAX LAW PROPOSED 


Resolution System to Increase State 
School Revenue. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Jan. 5.—Sena- 
tor Sam B. Cook has prepared a Sen- 
ate resolution for the submission of 
a constitmtional amendment which 
he and State Auditor Gordon say if 
adopted will increase the State school 
revenue about $2,000,000 a year, and 
also will increase the general reve- 
nue fund the same amount, 

Senator Cook proposes a tax of 10 
cents on $100 valuation, the entire 
amount to go to the public schools in 
lieu of the one-third of the revenue 
they now receive, releasing the

Loévy points out that one of the ob- 
jects of the church, as set forth in the 
petition, ‘is to promulgate the gospel] of 
Jesus Christ, according to the tenets of 
the United Presbyterians, and to -en- 
courage the study of the Holy Bible.”’ 

The law that Loevy declares unconsti- 
tutional is the same one under which 
all churches, other religions, benevolent 
or educational organizations which had 
been incorporated in Missouri obtained 
their charters. It enables such organi- 
zations to hold and own realty exempt 
from taxation. Loevy contended, in dis- 
cussing the matter with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, that none of these charters was 
legal because the statute is in violation 
of organic law. However, he pointed out 
that charters once having been obtained 
could be revoked only by quo warranto 
proceedings filed by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and he added he did not think the 
churches were in danger of losing their 
charters. Lid-lifting organizations also 
get their charters under the same law. 

According to the referee, the Consti- 
tution authorized a statute for the char- 
tering of churches solely for the purpose 
of owning title to real estate. Such hold- 
ings were to limited to the actual 
needs of the respective organizations. 
The Constitution, Loevy said, expressly 
prohibited societies incorporating for the 
expressed and sole purpose of religion. 
The Legislature, instead of passing a 
law in accordance with the ocnstitu- 
tional provision, went so far as to au- 
thorize churches to incorporate for re- 
ligious purposes and ‘failed to place re- 
striction as to the amount of realty such 
organizations could hold, Loevy ex- 
plained. 

Loevy found that 
prohibition as 


the constitutional 
to churches was based 
on an English law 700 years old. The 
English Government enacted the law 
when it was found that churches were 
getting too much power in governmental] 
affairs and were holding a vast amount 
of realty free from taxes, 

The petition of the United Presby- 
terian Church recited that incorporation 
was desired not only for religious pur- 
poses but to enable the church to hold 
title to realty. The referee declares it 
is evident the organization is strictly a 
religious and not charitable one. 

“It is not even educatiogal, unless it 
could be said it was to educate in a 
special religious belief,’’ the report set

HIS LAST MESSAGE 
70 LEGISLATUR 


Devotes Much of 15,000 Words 
to Telling of His Services 
to the State. 


DEFENDS FINANCE RECORD 


Says New Conditions Call for 
Added Revenue — Indorses 
Part of Gardner’s Program. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—Gov. Ma- 
jor, in a 15,000-word message to the Leg- 
islature, delivered by him today at a 
joint meeting of the Senate and House, 


indorsed several of the recommenda- 
tions of Governor-elect Gardner and 
dwelt at length upon his own services 
to the State. 

Regarding his administration, he said: 

‘“‘Whenever the finance of the present 
administration comes in touch with any 
preceding one, you will find an excess 
of service in favor of the present admin- 
istration. In presenting this kind of a 
record I can look upon it with great 
pleasure and deep satisfaction.”’ 

“No man received greater honors at 
the hands of the people of Missouri than 
have been conferred upon me,” he said 
in conclusion. ‘I have held the im- 
portant office of Attorney-General and 
of chief executive, this closing eight 
years of public service at the Capitol. 
Because of my service in the office of 
Attorney-General the State placed with- 
in my keeping the high office of Gov- 
ernor. The public service rendered in 
those two great departments constitute 
the chapter which I contribute in public 
life to the history of Missouri. 

Would Change No Important Act. 

‘“‘In closing my service as chief execu- 
tive and looking back over the four 
years, I would not change any of the 
acts and services rendered in any of 
the matters of moment. The approval 
of my labors and the good flowing 
therefrom, I leave to the people and to 
those who will write the history of to 
day and tomorrow. Standing at the 
meridian, I expect at all times to be 
actively employed in advancing every 
interest of my State. While nublic serv- 
ice is never a pleasant one, no matter 
whether it be as the executive of a 
State or as the President of the Re- 
public, yet the honors conferred and 
achievements accomplished for one’s 
State or nation is a sufficient compen- 
sation for the unpleasant features ac- 
companying so exalted a position. 

“To have been the Governor of Mis 
souri is glory enough for any man in 
public life, and I take the opportunity 
through this message to express my 
deep appreciation of the honors I have 
enjoyed, and for the loyal support I 
have ever received from the great 
masses of the people, to whom I have 
always turned with full assurance in 
every political battle in my life. In 
laying down the high commission and 
Surrendering the great powers Vested in 
me as chief executive I am glad to sav 
[ carry no ill-will toward any person 
who has criticised my official labors. 
I have discharged my duty, have the 
approval of my own conscience and am 
happy and contented.” 

The Governor's message was a rath- 
ex unusual official communication 
otherwise than being self com pli- 
mentary. In one paragraph Major 
denied that there existed an unusual 
deficit in the State treasury. In an- 
other he urged upon the legislature 
the necessity of adopting new reve- 
nue measures to take care of the urg- 
ent needs of the State. He praised 
Warden D. Cc. McClung of the Missouri 
Penitentiary, whose eonduct of the 
institution subjected his administra- 
tion to more criticism than probably 
any other one thing. 

Legislation Recommended. 

The Governor specifically recom- 
mended the followdng legislative ac- 
tion: Another appropriation of money 
to construct a building at Booneville 
for first offenders, such appropria- 
tion two years ago having been vetoed 
by Gov. Major; appropriation to meet 
the needs of the penitentiarv: estab- 
lishment of a penitentiary farm: a 
State purchasing board for all State 
institutions and departments: simpli- 
fication of judical procedure: a work- 
men’s compensation act and the es- 
tablishment of a State industrial com- 
mission; children’s code; appropria- 
tions for the improvement of the new 
capitol grounds and for mura] paint- 
ings or interior colored artistic decor- 
ations in the capitol, illustrative of 
the history, growth and wealth of 
Missouri. 

Indirectly the Governor went $ on 
record in his message against the 
budget system in handling State fin- 
ances, saying that the financial ma- 
chinery of the State never had broken 
down, and he saw no way under the 
present constitution to improve the 
financial system. 


Of the revenue-producing measures 
advocated by Gov.-Elect Gardner, the 
Governor recommended a_ recording 
mortgage tax, an increase in the collat- 
eral inheritance tax and an increase in 
automobile license fees. He said that 
in the last two years the State had 
lost $500,00v in revenue because of the 
increase of dry territory and the conse- 
quent decrease in the number of sa- 
loons. He also said the State had lost 
$200,000 by the partial abolition of the 
contract system at the penitertiary. 

After outlining the burdens placed on 
the State by the abolition of the contract 
system, by the pensions allowed to Co:- 
federate veterans and by the fire which 
destroyed the buildings of the Warrens. 
burg Normal School two years ago, he 
aald. 

“We have been most fortunate, how- 
ever, in being able to practically mee: 
these new burdens and these new condi. 
tions, but only because of a splendid 
service in each department, whereby th. 
State has earned a greater net revenue 
than ever before in the same length >f 
time.

ficient to meet the current needs of 
the State, but still contended there 
was no basis for criticism of the ad- 
ministration for its. failure to pay the 
bills. 

“You can readily see.’ he said, “it 
will now be necessary for vou to make 
special provisions to increase the gen- 
eral revenue fund. The reason for this 
increase, however, is not because of de- 
ficiencies, or bills and accounts. remain- 
ing unpaid, because that is only usual, 
normal and temporary, but because of 
the new burdens, Changed conditions 
and new obligations which I have set 
{forth, to-wit: the loss of $1,000,000 earn- 
tings at the penitentiary; the establish- 
ment of industries at the penitentiary 
requiring at least $750,000; the allowance 
for slaughter of cattle, increase, $120,- 
(0; increase in the amcunt of pensions 

' ex-Confederates amcunting to $290,- 
000 per annum; second new cell building 
st the penitentiary, $75,000 or more: last 
building at the Warrensburg Normal, 
$142,000, etc.’’ 

The Governor said that during his ad- 
ministration the State institutions and 
departments cost $2,534,000 more than 
before, but spoke of the increase as in 
additional service rather than as an ad. 
ditional cost. He said the fact that the 
State revenue fund at times had been 
very low was the best evidence of the 
State’s efficiency. 

“If the money had been left in the 
treasury,”’ he said, “it would not have 
been performing the functions for which 
it was collected and needed If it is 
paid out it is discharging the functions 
for which it was collected.”” He made 
no mention of the several hundred thou- 
sand dollars which State institutions 
have had to borrow for ordinary run- 
ning expenses because there was no 
money in the treasury to meet their 
needs. 

The Governor recommended that many 
of the special funds be abolished and 
that money be appropriated out of the 
general revenue fund for the purposes 
for which they are used, saying that 
often there was much money tied up, 
idle, in special funds, which could as 
well be used temporarily for other pur- 
poses. He commended the management 
of all State institutions. 

This is-Gov. Major's last message to 
the Legislature. He will go out of of- 
fice at noon Monday, when Governor- 
elect Gardner will be inaugurated. The 
Governor-elect also will have a message 
to the Legislature, and usually the Leg- 
islature gives much more attention to 


the recommendations of the incoming 
Governor than to those of the outgoing 
Governor.

JUST CONVENIENCE, 
SELPH DECLARES 


Efficiency Would Not Be Im- 
paired by Use of Automobiles, 
Postmaster Says. _ 


SAVE 


COULD $29,000 


Congress Will Yote in Few 
Days on Discontinuance 


of Service. 


Congress will vote in a few days upon 
the recommendation of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Burleson that the pneumatic tube 
mail delivery service between main and 
branch postoffices and railway stations 
in St=Louis, Chicago, Philadelphia and 


General has reported to Congress that 
the department can save approximately 
$1,500,000 a year by using automobiles in- 


stead of pneumatic tubes and that the 
efficiency of the service will not be im-! 
paired. 

The American Pneumatic Tube Service 
Co., Which owns all the pneumatic tubes 
in service, except those in Philadelphia, 
has been making an active campaign to 
influence members of Congress to vote 
for a renewal of the pneumatic tube 
contracts, all of which expired last June. 
St. Louis has only 1.988 miles of pneu- 
matic tubes, for which the Government 
pays a rental, including operation, of 
$33,796 a year. Postmaster Selph esti- 
mates that at an additional cost of $4700 a 
year to the present automobile service 
the postoffice could handle all the mail 
now transmitted by tubes, without any 
impairment of the service. By discon- 
tinuing the tubes in St. Loui the depart- 
ment would make a net saving of $29,0 
a year, according to the Postmaster s 
éestim:te. : 

Several Tests Made. 

Several recent tests havé beén made to 
determine the relative efficieticy of tube 
and automobile service. These tests show 
that in the transportation of large quan- 
tities of mail from the central station 
to the main postoffice the automobil~ 
service is much quicker, while tests of 
single letters show that delivery can hs 
made a few minutes quicker by the 
tubes. In an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, Postmaster 
Selph discussed the entire propositioa, 
with reference to cost of pneumatic 
tube service and the effect of its dis-. 
continuance. He said: 

‘As the operator and director of a 
great postoffice, I am not opposed to 
any convenience or adjunct of the serv- 
ice and that is all that the tubes are. 
Just a convenience, not a necessity. If 
Y could get an airship service between 
St. Louis and New York City I would 
take it, but it would be a postal luxury 
The agita- 
tion in opposition to the recommenda- 
tion made by Postmaster-General 
Burleson seems to be irspired, seems, 
to be based on the erroneous statement 
that has been made by some “‘inter- 
ested’’ party, that the postoffice serv- 
ice in the business district would suffer 
if the tube service were suspended. 
And it is in this phase of the agitation 
I am interested, for as Postmaster it is 
not only my duty but my earnest and 
sincere desire to give to all the postal 
patrons of St. Louis, especially the 
business community, the most efficient 
service possible. 

“Reference has been made to a com- 
munication directed to Joe P. Johnston, 
chairman of the Committee of Pneu; 
matic Tube Service, Washington, D.°C., 
dated Dec. 7, 1915, signed by me as Post- 
master. On the Gate this statement was 
made conditions were entirely different 
in St. Louis than they are today. In 
the first place all transportation facil- 
ities were then furnished by contractors. 
In the second place, this office has de- 
veloped its efficiency in its personnel 
to a considerable degree by reason ‘+f 
the fact that derelict and delinquent 
employes who were charged with the 
responsibility of properly handling the 
mails and who failed to do so, have been 
either reassigned to positions of less im- 
portance, demoted or removed and effi- 
cient and capable employes promoted in 
their stead. Since the filing of that 
communication the Post Office Depart- 
ment has inaugurated the government- 
owned automobile service which is now 
under the direct supervision of the Post- 
master, thus enabling us to control the 
movement of all transportation to the 
extent that we have raised the effi- 
ciency of collections and deliveries in 
St. Louis over 100 per cent.”’ 

i 


Service Would Be Maintained. 

Therefore there is no occasion, and 1 
speak advisedly with all the facts in- 
telligentiy before me, which I will be 
giad to give to anyone interested—I gay, 
there is no occagion for agitation or 
fear on the part of our postal patrens, 
especially the business community, that 
in the event the tube service is sus- 
pended there will be any decrease in 
the present efficient system of collection 
and delivery of mails. As a matter of 
record and fact, the tubes have been 
out of service on different occasions and 
the business community, being none the 
wiser, did not know that we made the 
dispatches between the main office and 
the downtown carrier stations by auto- 
mobile with the same promptness and 
effectiveness as if we had used the tube 
service. 

“It Was only in 1914 that the tube 
service in St. Louis was actively and 
seriously regarded by postoffice em- 
ployes, for those charged with the prop- 


} er supervision of this postoffice were 


not giving as much attention to the use 
of the tube system as they might have 
done (this fact was admitted in corn- 
riaints made by representatives of the 
tube company), and this lack of use of 
the tube system applied to other ma- 
chinery that was Installed in the poat- 
office, therefore 1 caused the tubes to 
be usecd Continuously and actively when- 
yer possible because I felt that the 
Government was paying a very proflit- 
able figure to the privately owned cor- 
poration that operated the tubes. and 
that the Postoffice Department shouid

contracted for that they possibly could. 
To state actual facts ts an easy’ matter, 
ond no one should he afraid to con- 
sider them. It ought to be absolutely 
and certainly apparent to any ‘logical 
and reasonable mind that Postmaster- 
General Burleson, who has s0 success- 
fully built up an unexcelled national 
postal, service, would hesitate a. long 
time before he would initiate any move- 
ment or. take any arbitrary action that 
would in the remotest, direct or indirect, 
tend to diminish or decrease the effi- 
ciency of the mail service in St. Louis 
or any other city, or interfere with its 
present ~tromptness and dispatch of its 
colle tion and delivery service. 

“With the well-organized and efficient- 
ly operated Government-owned automoe- 
bile forces, certain practical tests re- 
cently have been made which indicate 
that more mail can be carried in one 
load by automobile from Bridge Station 
(Eads Bridge) to the main postoffice, 
where all the distributions and dis- 
patches are made up for delivery to 
railroad stations, and from Central Sta- 
tion (the old postoffice at Ninth and 
Olive streets) to the main postoffice at 
Kighteenth and Walnut streets, where 
the distributions are made to postoffices 
and dispatches made up for railroad 
trains, than can be handled during an 
equal period through the tube system. 
These tests indicate that approximately 
10,000 letters, minus the expense of twine 
and time in making them up into pack- 
ages, Can be moved from Central Sta- 
tion ‘to the main postoffice in one load 
in 14 minutes, which means a movement 
with a less number of employes engaged 
in handling same from the facing table 
at Central Station direct to the sepa- 
rating cases at the main postoffice. To

No Work for Folder. 

Not within the memory of any mem- 
ber of the present Legislature has there 
been any duty for the folder to per- 
form. Many years ago before the type- 
writers came into general use and mem- 
bers were accustomed to write out their 
bills in long hand and submit them on 
many sheets of paper it was the duty 
of th® folder to see that the pages were 
in the proper order and to fold the bills. 
All bills now are typewritten before be- 
ing introduced and are properly folded. 
There is some talk that the folder this 
year will be asked to work in the House 
postoffice as an assistant to the post- 
master. 

In the Senate also a folder was ap- 
pointed. There are no more duties 
there for a folder than in the House. 

Although the number of clerks is not 
as large as in preceding years it ad- 
mittedly is much larger than is neces- 
sary to carry on the work of the Legis- 
lature.

In Prohibition Kansas. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ? 
-W. M. Gardner’s letter, published in “Letters 
From the People,” in your issue of Dec 31, quotes 
certain statistics as to Kansas, taking issue with 
‘Mr. Kitmallockt and asks that he kindly furnish 
the facts for Missouri or any other wet State. 

Replying to Mr. Gardner and not quoting sta- 
tistics published from unrecognized sources, wish 
to call his attention that page 47 of the United 
States Census Bulletin No. 96 shows prohibition 
Kansas granted more divorces because of hus- 


bands’ drunkenness than 25 states where liquor 
is legally sold. The same bulletin, on page 42, 
shows 27 states where liquor is sold have a lower 
divorce rate than prohibition Kansas, and in 
United States Census Bulletin No. 112, page 77, 
we find the average death rate is lower in 29 
states where liquor is lawfully sold than the 
death rate in prohibition Kansas and 38 states 
in which liquor ts lawfully sold had a larger 
church membership than prohibition Kansas— 
United States Census Bulletin No. 103, page 40. 
In 27 states in which liquor was lawfully sold 
the average savings per depositor is higher than 
the average depositor in Kansas.—United States 
Treasury Report 1913, page 460. 

As to Missouri in comparison with Kansas, we 
find it is true that Kansas had 41 empty jails, 
according to the United States- Census Report, 
and that Missouri had 59 Comparisons some- 
times make alstract statements have a different 
meaning. The number of life prisoners per 100,- 
00 .population in Missouri, according to the 
United States Census Report was 1 70, and in dry 
Kansas 4.49, and these figures do not include the 
Federal prisoners at Leavenworth. The annual 
divorce rate per 100,000 population in wet Mis- 
sourl was 281, in dry Kansas 286. The Census 
Report also tells us that wet Missouri is 25 per 
cent better than dry Kansas in church member- 
ship, for in relation to the percentage of pop- 
ulation, the churches in Missouri had 35.7 and 
Kansas 28.4. 

If we are to believe the Topeka State Journal of 
Dec. 20, 1916. and especially Harry CC. Bowman 
of the Staite [oard of Control, we learn of the 
following sad, sad facts about Kansas, for that 
paper, quoting the official report, states:

THE RECORD IS REMADE. 

An esteemed contemporary twits the Post-Dis- 
patch on the refusal of the Democratic majority 
in the State Legislature to follow our counsel in 
the matter of choosing a President pro tem of 
the Senate and a floor leader of the House. Wé 
advised strongly against the selection of Senator 
Morton and Representative Farris. . 

The reflection is on the Democratic majorities 
of the Senate and House, not on the Post-Dis- 
patch. We claim no dictatorship over the Legis- 
lature, nor do we bear any responsibility for its 
conduct—heaven be praised. 

We based our opposition to the men who were 
selected for these places on their previous records 
—on their conduct in the past. That is the only 
ground upon which we can judge public men who 
bave been in the public service. If the Demo- 
cratic party of Missouri stands for the records of 
these men; so much the worse for the party. 

The Post-Dispatch will not fight Senator Mor- 
ton and Representative Farris on their past rec- 
ords, or because we opposed their election to the 
posts they hold. We shall judge them solely by 
their coffduct at this sessien of the Legislature. 
We shall support them if they are right and op- 
pose them if they are wrong. We would be de- 
lighted to support and commend them. 

We do say that if the Democratic majority in the 
Genefal Assembly fails to meet the just expecta- 
tions of the people of Missouri—if it dribbles 
away time and money in partisan schemes; if it 
does not enact a progressive, constructive pro- 
gram of legislation; if it does enact laws 
inimical to the public interest, neither the next 
Governor nor the next Legislature will be Demo- 
cratic; there will be a Republican landslide in 
Missouri. 
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WAB’S MONEY COST. 

The public debt of the principal nations at war 
is estimated by the Federal Reserve Board at 
$49,000,000,000. This is about one-sixth of their 
national weafth, as reported before the beginning 
of hostilities. It is rising steadily at the rate of 
$100,000,000 a day. 

Almost inconceivable as these figures are, they 
do not represent the cost of the war. Billions 
have been accumulated by taxation and other bil- 
lions by the issue of paper money. No account is 
taken either of property destroyed or productive 
industry paralyzed. The debts and losses of the 
minor countries involved are not considered. 

Before this conflict began, persons opposed to 
great armaments used to point to the amazing 
fact that the principal nations._were spending $3,- 
000,000,000 a year for military purposes. Now 
they are spending that sum every month. All the 
wars of the nineteenth century are said to have 
cost $26,000,000,000. This war has cost twice that 
already. The cost of our Civil War has been 
estimated at $5,000,000,000. Great Britain alone 
has spent three times that amount since Aug. 1, 
1914, 

As the principal creditor nation, the United 
States has a profound interest in the finances of 
the belligerents, and the Federal Reserva Board 
performs an important public service when from 
time to time it calls attention to the facts. That 
the point of exhaustion of credit as well as of 
men has not yet been reached is evident, but it 
would be madness to assume that the present 
waste of life and treasure can go on indefinitely. 
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STATE ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 

We have reason to believe that as a result of 
six years of effort, the 1917 legislative session 
will see the adoption of a workingmen’s compen- 
sation statute. 

Laws of this character impose some new lia- 
bilities on employers, classify and define more 
clearly old liabilities and make their en- 
forcement automatic. From the first under the 
new system, many employers have preferred to 
transfer to accident insurance companies*for a 
known sum yearly the uncertain cost of self- 
assumption 6f accident risk. 

Then some new questions arose under the sys-, 
tem. An employer might lack the means to meet 
possible accident liabilities. Or an apparently 
prosperous concern might become bankrupt be- 
fore accident claims were paid. Accordingly in- 
surance or the filing of a bond to cover accident 
claims was made obligatory in certain cases— 
by some states in all cases. Almost all states 
permit employers to insure their workers if they 
wish, provided the indemnities of the policy equals 
those of the compensation law. : 
This of course caused an enormous increase 
in the business of the accident insurance compa- 
nies. Data showed a huge overhead expense and’ 
excessive premiums. Safety first precautions tend 
to increase their earnings. 

A state fund into which employers should pay 
their premiums and from which accident claims 
should be adjusted was a natural improvement. 
Among the states which administer such a fund, 
either directly or through the agency of co- 
operative associations are California, Colorado, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Montana, Ne- 
vada, Ohio, Oregon, West Virginia, Pennsylvania 
and Texas. In fact almost all the new laws con- 
tain this feature, New Jersey proposing a consti- 
tutional amendment to facilitate direct agency. 
Experience shows that state fund insurance is 
much cheaper than private company insurance. 
{t is also found that the adjusters of some private 
companies make settlements with accident vic- 
tims for the very smallest sum possible. Ohio 
figures are quoted to the effect that the State 
fund has saved employers $2,400,000 in premiums, 
while settlements from it have given injured em- 
ployers $3,000,000 more than they would have re- 
ceived under company polities. The basis for the 
latter computation is not given. 

At this stage 1 compensation evolution a law 
lacking a State fund or a co-operative accident 
insurance feature might justly be denounced as 
favoring the indemnity torporations. 

The Missouri bill, though it makes insurance 
obligatory, does not authorize State administra- 
tion of a fund. The fact that such a provision 
‘wayld now be of doubtful legality presents an- 
other reason for constitutional revision. But as 


formation of mutual accident associations under 
strict State supervision, the profits to be used 
in reduction of premiums. 

This auxiliary bill has an importance approxi- 
mating that of the compensation bill itself. The 
two should be considered as parts ef the same 
legislation and have equal favor. How much of

corporations ? 
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More than 100 domestic servants in Duluth 
have organized a union and demand higher 
wages, a nine-hour day, pay for overtime, an 
entire day off each week and comfortable living 
quarters. If they obtain these reforms the hus- 
bands of their bosses doubtless will be willing to 
exchange jobs with them. 
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LAW-BREAKING PRISON OFFICIALS. 

How would a government of prison contractors, | 
by prison contractors and for prison contractors 
be recognized? 

Would it not be by precisely such a description 
as might accurately be applied to government in 
Missouri during the last half decade? 

The description would include the belated enact- 
ment of anti-contract laws under the coercion of 
the people when it could no longer be evaded, 
flouting of those laws by successive sets of offi- 
cials, total neglect of any preparation for putting 
a rational plan of convict employment into effect 
and repeated extensions of the mandatory time 
limit on the dishonest plea /that this deliberate 
neglect of preparation made extension unavoid- 
able. 

Excuses for the latest attempt to perpetuate the 
exploitation of. convicts under vicious contracts 
will be listened to by the public with small. pa- 
tience. 

“In no event,” says the statute on the subject, 
‘shall a contract be made for the services of any 
convict for a period extending later than Dec. 
31, 1916.” 

In defiance of this law a contract has been en- 
tered into for a period extending to June 30, 1917. 
“In no event” is made to mean in any or all 
events: ‘‘Any” convict is made to read all con- 
victs. 

This arrangement, which will cause as many 
violations of law as there are convicts affected, 
continuing every day the arrangement is observed, 
is declared by the Attorney-General to be worth- 
less so far as enforcement is concerned. Why was 
a worthless contract entered into, unless it was 
to show contempt for the popular desire that con- 
tract evils shall be ended? 

Or unless the fact of the execution of the un- 
lawful contract, like the neglect of preparation 
in the past, is to be made an excuse for urging 
further legal authority for continuing the out- 
lawed system? »

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IN PROHIBITION KANSAS. 

To the interesting discussion in the Post-Dis- 
patch as*to the effects of prohibition in Kansas, 
is added a letter from a well-known St. Louis 
lawyer, who writes over the nom de plume, 
“Bleeding Kansas.’ He cites facts given in Gov- 
ernment census bulletins. 

U.S. Census Bulletin No. 96, page 47, he says, 
“shows prohibition Kansas granted more divorces 
because of husbands’ drunkenness than 25 states 
where liquor is legally sold.” 

If this is true, it does not speak well for the 
quality of the “lemon extract,” patent medi- 
cines and other prohibition State drinks to be 
had in Kansas. They are more deadly than most 
drinks sold openly in St. Louis. 

The writer also says that the same bulletin, 
on page 43, shows that 27 states where liquor 
is lawfully, sold have a lower divorce rate than 
prohibition Kansas. 

According. to this writer, Kansas is below the 
mark in church membership, in proportion to 
population; has fewer empty jails than Missouri; 
a higher death rate than 27 wet states, and an 
alarming increase in charity patients and ex- 
penses. 

Since the publication of the first letter. attack- 
ing prohibition in Kansas, the Post-Dispatch has 
printed three in defense. This is the second in 
opposition. Both sides have now been given 
ample space. ’

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Pantry Hints. 
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T is a good plan occasionally to fill

In’ Praise of 


ISHWASHING is a_ simple art, 
[) yet few persons know how to do} 
it well. The girl or the boy who 
can wash dishes well has an accom- 
plishment worth while. 
When persons grumble about dish- 
washing, one may be very sure that it 
is because their manner of doing it is 
wrong, writes Clara W. Browning in 
the Cornell Rural School Leaflet. Their 
work is cluttered, their dishwater is 
cold and greasy, and the dishes are 


therefore. hard to dry, and when dry 
they look cloudy instead of bright. 


There is, in fact, nothing attractive 
about the wrong way of dishwashing; 
it is tiresome and very unpleasant. 
But dishwashing well done! Like any 
expert work, it is delightful. It means 
work carefully planned; order, no con- 
fusion, hot soapsuds, hot rinsing water, 
sweet, clean dishes that dry easily and 
look bright. A neat cupboard, with 
rows of dishes well washed, is in itself 
a reward for dishwashing well done. 
What a sense of satisfaction comes in 
brihging order out of disorder and in 
making things clean! 

e following rules for dishwashing 
are very simple. If carried out, the en- 
system will be made easier and 
ch more pleagant. 


1. System saves time. Plan the ‘work 
from the beginning. Arrange at once 
for hot water 

2. Put away all food. 

3. Have a waste pan or pail, lined 
with newspaper, into which all refuse 
from the plates may be scraped. Use' 
paper for removing grease. Ringe egg 
or milk from dishes with cold water, 
since hot water cooks it and causes it 
to adhere to the dishes. 

4. Pile similar dishes together. 

5. Have a pan of hot, soapy water for 
washing dishes; a pan of hot water for 
rinsing them; and a pan or a place of 
some kind for draining them. If rinsed 
in boiling water, the dishes may be left 
to dry without wiping. 


6. Use a clean dishcloth—not a rag. 
Have a supply of clean, dry towels.

Then wash 
the cups and saucers ang all of the 
cleanest dishes; then the silver. Next 
wash the plates and the remaining 
dishes. 

8. If necessary, change the water fre- 
quently. 

9. Do not allow too many dishes to 
pile up before wiping them. They are 
likely to be broken or chipped. 

10. Put dishes away. 

11. With a clean supply of water, wazh 
the cooking utensils after having re- 
moved from them as much food and 
grease a8 can be scraped or wiped off. 
Soft paper is good for wiping off grease 
and may be burned at once. 

12. Dry the kettles and put them away. 

13. Empty the garbage, scald the pall, 
rinse it, and’ dry it with old newspaper. 
If newspaper is used, the pail is easier 
to clean. It should always be left sweet 
and clean, 

14. Empty the dishwater, and clean the 
dishpans, table and sink. 

15. Wash the dishcloth and the dish 
towels thoroughly in clean water, spread 
them out, and hang them where they 
will get plenty of air. If they are left 
rolled up or in a close place, they will 
smell sour or foul. 

16. Wipe the stove with paper or with 
a cloth kept for the purpose. Brush 
the floor.

PICUREAN Oysters—One pint of 
solid oysters, cooked 3 minutes in 3 


tablespoons of butter, until plump and 
edges curl. Add % cup of cream, 1-3 
teaspoon of celery salt, a dash of cay- 
enne pepper.
